I T is now just days until 
the biggest concert the 
borough has ever seen 
hits Hackney. 

The BBC Radio 1 Hackney 
Weekend 2012, from 23 to 24 
June, will be the first major 
event in the build-up to the 
Olympic and Paralympic Games 
taking place in East London 
this summer. 

To mark this, the Olympic 
Stadium will be fully lit to 
provide a backdrop for 100,000 
music fans partying to some of 
the world’s biggest pop acts on 
Hackney Marshes. 


Incandescent songstress Nicki 
Minaj confirmed she will also 
be adding sparkle to the free 
music festival. The Trinidadian 
singer and rapper, known for 
her distinctive style, is one of the 
newest additions to the record- 
breaking event, with more special 
guests still to be announced. 

Headliners Rihanna and Jay-Z, 
will share the bill with a host of 
unsigned and under the radar East 
London artists. 

The festival is being jointly 
organised by the BBC in 
partnership with the Council. 
Most of the tickets were set aside 


for residents and people from 
surrounding boroughs. 

Jason Carter, BBC event 
director, said: “We wanted the 
event in East London because 
the Games are here and not all 
young people have access to them. 
We thought it would be a good 
idea to put something on for 
young people to connect to the 
Games. We wanted it to be held 
in Hackney Marshes because it’s 
a fantastic site for the concert and 
opposite the Olympic Stadium - so 
has a great backdrop.” 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, Cabinet 
Member for Regeneration and the 


2012 Olympic and Paralympic 
Games, added: “After months of 
anticipation the stage is now set 
and the Hackney 2012 Weekend 
is primed and ready to open the 
London 2012 Lestival.” 

The weekend will be a car-free 
event so cycling, walking and use 
of public transport is encouraged.

Shakespeare stage uncovered 


REMAINS of the stage where Henry V was first performed 
have been discovered at Shoreditch’s Curtain theatre. 
Archaeologists unearthed well-preserved remnants of the 
wooden ‘0’ stage in Shakespeare’s lost East End venue 
where he plied his trade as a playwright and actor more 
than 500 years ago. 

The 0 stage was referenced in the prologue to Henry V: 
‘Can this Cock-Pit hold within this Woodden 0, the very 
Caskes that did affright the Ayre at Agincourt?’ 

The theatre was built in 1 576 as the first permanent 
base for James Burbage’s group of players that included 
Shakespeare. Burbage fell out with the landowner so the 
theatre was dismantled and shipped across the Thames 
where it was rebuilt as the Globe. 

A Hackney Museum exhibition is currently presenting 
artefacts taken from the site. For more visit: www.

MMR immunisation reminder 

THE number of measles cases in Hackney is on the rise, 
according to latest figures from the NHS. 

Health professionals are reminding residents to protect their 
children with the MMR immunisation after an outbreak of 29 
cases within a local school of the highly infectious disease. 
MMR also protects against mumps and rubella. 

Anyone without a complete course of MMR can catch 
measles. Children need two doses of the immunisation: the 
first as a one-year-old and the second just before starting 
school. However, the NHS adds it is never too late to 
get immunised. 

Dr Lesley Mountford, joint director 
of public health in the City and 
Hackney for NHS North East 
London and the City, said: “The 
best thing you can do to protect 
your child from measles is 
to ensure they have the full 
course of MMR immunisation. If 
your child has not had two doses of 
MMR they may be at risk. 

“Measles is an unpleasant disease and one in every 
1 0 people who get the disease could end up in hospital 
with complications. Sadly, one in every 1 ,000 could die. 
Immunisation is free and the safest way to protect your 
child for life.” 

Measles symptoms include a fever, runny nose, red eyes 
and coughs as well as distinctive itchy, spotty rashes. The 
illness can be fatal if complications arise.

Jail term for London rioter 

A HACKNEY rioter has been given the longest sentence so 
far in the borough following last summer’s disturbances. 
Stephen Prince, of Warwick Grove, E5, was jailed for six- 
and-a-half years at Wood Green Crown Court on 8 June. 
He was found guilty of two counts of burglary, two counts 
of arson, robbery, violent disorder and common assault on 
8 August last year. 

The court heard Prince, 23, was arrested after Hackney 
police trawled through hundreds of hours of CCTV footage. 
He was seen to throw bottles and concrete rubble at 
police officers; set cars ablaze in the street; violently rob a 
member of the public of his bicycle; burgle a convenience 
store twice; and assault another member of the public. 
Prince was independently identified by four police officers, 
which lead to his arrest and charge last December. 

At the time, he was wearing the same jeans and trainers 
as seen in the CCTV footage. 

DS Kate Davies, of 
Hackney’s Operation 
Withern team which is 
investigating the riots, 
said: “This is an excellent 
result and it is clear from 
the CCTV footage that 
this sentence is of an 
appropriate length, for this 
appalling behaviour.”

Racking up 


I NTERNATIONAL 
para-badminton 
champion and award- 
winning coach for 
residents and injured UK 
soldiers returning from 
Iraq - quite a resume for 
someone who only started 
playing the game seriously 
four years ago. 

And if that isn’t enough 
Shoreditch-based Sharon 
Jones Barnes has also 
been chosen to carry 
the Paralympic torch 
in August. 

In 2007, the former legal 
secretary had a partial 
leg amputation. Over the 
next couple of years, she 
endured a spinal cord 
stroke, temporary paralysis 
from the neck down and a 
heart attack. 

During her recovery, 
the 47-year-old, who also 
has diabetes, discovered 
the joys of disability 
badminton at the 
birthplace of 
the Paralympics. 

“After my heart attack 
my physiotherapist 
took me to disability 
sports events at Stoke 
Mandeville Stadium in 
Buckinghamshire. 

“I heard this sound 
- shuttles being hit in 
the background behind 
curtains. It was there I met 
Herman Fung, who became 
my coach. He let me have 
a go and I never stopped,” 
recalls Sharon. 

Today, her training 
regime will see her do arm 
work at the gym, followed 
by hours of badminton 
practice, playing against 
disabled and non-disabled 
competitors. 

In 2010, the Council’s 
2012 unit secured funding 
to support her development 
as a sportswoman with 
disabilities and source 
a customised sports 
wheelchair. 

“It’s a lot lighter, super- 
light; the only way I can 
describe it is, it has the 


speed and movement of 
ice skates, compared to 
a normal chair 
that is more like 
roller-skates,” 
she says. 

“Hackney has 
supported me and 
disability sports 
officer Tom Smith 
has been brilliant 
in helping me get 
funding,” 
she adds. 

So far, Sharon has 
won the Four Nations 
Championship ladies and 
mixed doubles for England, 
come third in ladies singles, 
and last year earned a 
bronze for Team GB at the 
German International in 
Dortmund, pushing her ‘to 
play the very best’. 

She also coaches 
residents with and without 
disabilities in borough 
sports centres, while 
inspiring others to take 
up badminton. 

She reflects: “When I 
was in hospital I had a lot 
of time to think. Helping 
people, I thought, that 
would keep me off 
the streets.” 

After completing her 
coaching certificates, she 
set up a mixed-ability 
badminton academy in 
Hackney with Fung last 
year, with support from the 
2012 unit. 

“We had about 26 
players in each class and 
with only two coaches. It 
was totally crazy, but fun,” 
she says. 

The para-badminton star 
has also given sessions at

now taking it up as part of 
rehabilitation,” she says. 

“Being in a wheelchair, 
people sometimes look at 
you differently, but when 
they see what you can 
do they tend to stick with 
you and want to find 
out more.” 

Sharon continues: “And 
you get so much out of 
coaching. I’m proud of the 
work I do and the progress 
I see. I get a kick out of it; 
starting someone who’s 
fresh, who has never 
played before, and making 
them see the benefits. It’s 
like wow.” 


This work has not gone 
unnoticed: she received a 
Hackney Sports Award 
last year; was nominated 
for a London Proactive 
2012 gong last month; and 
was chosen to carry the 
Paralympic torch. 

“Oh, the torch! It was 
all a bit cloak and dagger,” 
she remembers. Adding: “It 
was all really exciting, but 
I didn’t know until the day 
before the announcement, 
and suddenly I was to go to 
Trafalgar Square and speak 
on BBC News and wear the 
training gear. It’s a great 
opportunity and I’m really 


excited about it. 

“Hopefully para- 
badminton will continue 
developing and you 
meet so many different 
types of people. It can 
develop self esteem and 
self motivation,” 
she concludes.

Q: I’m moving out of my flat and have a few things I 
need to get rid of, especially items in my kitchen like 
the fridge, as my new place is fully furnished. I want 
to make sure they are recycled - is there anything 
the Council can do to help? 

A: The Council offers a doorstep recycling service 
for large electrical items (anything from a 
microwave upwards). 

Residents are entitled to four collections of up to five 
items each year for free. To book one, call the bulky 
waste service on: 020 8356 6688. 

Smaller electrical items like phones, chargers, 
hairdryers, toasters, kettles and DVD players can be 
taken to one of 1 4 specialist recycling points across 
the borough.

BBC Radio 1 Hackney Weekend could be ‘greenest ever’ 


THIS year’s BBC Radio 
1 Hackney Weekend will 
not only be the biggest 
free, ticketed event ever - 
the Council also hopes it 
will be the greenest. 

Festival-goers are 
expected to create 70 
tonnes of waste at the 
event on Hackney 
Marshes on 23 and 24 
June, and Hackney’s 
recycling team is geared 


up to make sure as little as 
possible is sent to landfill. 

With 100,000 people 
visiting the festival site 
over the weekend, the 
route has been lined with 
extra ‘recycle on the go 
bins’, as well as a simple 
three-stage system on site. 

Recyclable waste such 
as cans and plastic bottles 
will be placed in recycling 
bins, while food waste and 


compostable plates and 
cups will be separated. 
Items which can’t be 
recycled will be kept in 
a third bin. 

Waste services will run a 
24-hour operation taking 
materials from the site 
to recycling, composting 
and anaerobic digestion 
facilities. Staff on site will 
also help revellers select 
the correct bin to use. 


These systems could 
help to send 50 per cent of 
waste from the weekend to 
recycling facilities, saving 
the Council money and 
helping the environment.

Cycling conference success 

INSPIRING change in cycling across the capital was the 
ambitious order of the day at a conference run by the Council 
and London Cycling Campaign on 8 June. 

Attended by more than 1 00 delegates, cycle campaign groups, 
transport planners, engineers and academics - and chaired 
by Times’ journalist and avid cyclist Robert Crampton - the 
inaugural Hackney cycling conference looked at issues faced by 
London councils as they try to encourage residents to become 
cyclists. Infrastructure, road safety and planning, culture, 
and the importance of cycling champions were all discussed, 
alongside hot topics such as whether the Dutch model of cycle 
lane segregation leads to safer roads for cyclists. 

Hackney’s track record in getting residents cycling was one of 
the key areas of discussion, with councillors and officers keen to 
share best practice. The borough has the highest rates of cycling 
in London, with the number of residents cycling to work doubling 
in the last decade, as well as a comprehensive programme 
which saw over 1 00 adults and children take part in free on-road 
training last year. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, Cabinet Member for Neighbourhoods and the 
borough’s cycling champion, said: “I think we have all been able 
to take away practical things that can make a genuine difference 
to cyclists in our boroughs.”

WHAT do you get when you cross an artist, 
a train station and a Nobel prize-winning 
atmospheric chemist? 

The answer is ‘The Geological Turn’ a 
controversial, interactive exhibition and 
lively debate at the Hackney Downs Banner 
Repeater gallery.

Spotting signs of lung cancer 

RESIDENTS suffering with a persistent cough for three weeks 
or more are being urged to visit their GP. 

The advice is part of a NHS campaign which aims to increase 
awareness of the symptoms of lung cancer and boost early 
diagnosis rates. 

Only one in 1 0 people realise a persistent cough could be a 
sign of lung cancer, according to the NHS. 

This is up to seven times lower when compared to knowing 
the symptoms of breast and testicular cancer. 

Hackney GP, Dr Emma West, called the low statistic ‘tragic’. 
She said: “GPs are supporting this campaign and our 
message to local people is that we want to see you if you 
have any of the warning signs of lung cancer. 

“Even if you only think you have a smoker’s cough, if you 
have been coughing for three weeks or more, make an 
appointment to see your doctor today. 

“It may be nothing serious, but it is better to have it checked 
out early to be sure.” 

Lung cancer affects 33,000 people in England. In North 
East London and the City, close to 300 people a year are 
diagnosed with lung 
cancer. Some 250 
people across East 
London die from the 
disease annually.

Park life 


T HIS week marks the 
55th anniversary 
of the opening 
of Haggerston 
Park, which saw an area 
that had been scarred 
by industry and derelict 
housing transformed into a 
much-loved open space. 

Originally the site, like 
much of Hackney, was 
agricultural land producing 
meat and vegetables to feed 
City residents. As Hackney 
expanded from a village 
into a suburb, the farmland 
was lost. 

The Regent’s Canal 
cut through it, cramped 
terraced houses were built, 
and various industries 
moved in, one of which 
- tile making - is marked 
by the French word for 
it in the name of nearby 
Tuilerie Street. 

The largest industry was 
the gas works, built in 
1821. Coal was brought 
by barge, along the canal 
and into the purpose-built 
Haggerston Basin, to feed 
iron retorts where gas 
was produced before 
being stored in a huge 
cylindrical holder. 

Production at 
Haggerston Works would 
continue until the middle 
of the 20th century, when 
the site, along with many 
of the houses surrounding 
it, was hit by a V2 rocket 
during the Blitz in 1944. 

The gas works closed 
in 1949, and the canal 
basin was filled in. The 


surrounding land was 
gradually cleared, but 
remained empty for a 
decade, during which 
time London County 
Council decided the site 
should be made into a 
25-acre public park. 

There was opposition 
to the proposal from Rev 
H A Wilson, rector of St 
Augustine’s in Yorkton 
Street, who felt housing 
should take precedence 
over a park. 

All challenges were 
ignored however, and the 
first five acres of the new 
park were opened on 20 
June, 1956, by Edwin 
Bayliss, chairman of the 
LCC Parks Committee, 
who said: “I am sure we all 
appreciate this wonderful 
breath of fresh air that has 
arrived in Shoreditch.” 

The design, by 
architect Rupert Lyell 
Thorpe, followed a 
nautical theme with a 
flagpole representing the 
ship’s mast, the sundial 
its compass, curved 
brickwork outlining 
lifeboats, and a balcony 
along the old gas works 
wall the ship’s bridge. 

There was also formal 
landscape planting, a 
sunken garden where 
the canal basin had once 
stood, and a canvas- 
covered entertainment 
area on the site of the 
old gas holder. 

Haggerston Park was 
gradually expanded over 


the following decades 
as more land became 
available, allowing for 
the development of new 
features. Today there 
are football and cricket 
pitches, a table tennis 
table, BMX track, and 
playground alongside a 
pond and woodland area 
where nature conservation 
can be studied. 

The park’s wide variety 
of amenities led to it being 
awarded a prestigious 
Green Flag in 2006, 
recognising it as one of the 
country’s best green spaces. 

Originally created by 
residents in the 1980s, 
Hackney City Farm is 
one of the park’s main 
attractions. A community 
resource that brings a 
countryside experience 
to all, its presence sees the 
site come full-circle with 
a return to the agricultural 
activities that once 
thrived there.

Getting 

Roads 

The Olympic, Paralympic 
and Alternative Olympic 
Route Networks (ORN/ 
PRN/AORN) are a network 
of roads connecting venues, 
accommodation and transport 
hubs across London. These 
roads will be open to general 
traffic but there will be some 
changes to ensure reliable 
journeys for athletes and 
officials. 

The ORN/PRN will operate 
from two days before until two 
days after the Olympic Games 
and similarly for the Paralympic 
Games. 

The AORN is to be used if the 
ORN/PRN cannot be used. 

In Hackney, these changes will 
include closure of exits at the 
A12 Lea interchange and some 
restricted turns, for example 
Ruckholt Rd into Homerton Rd 
(signed diversion routes will be 
in place). 

There may be further changes 
to roads yet to be confirmed 
by LOCOG and the Council to 
improve traffic management in 
the area.

Walking
